Had such a bin been intro¬ 
duced be would have Introduced an 
amendment calling for parliamentary 
action. As the Houee was about to 
prorogue and no stop WU had been in¬ 
troduced. he had decided to move this 
amendment. Mr. MeLeon quoted from 
a resolution passed by the Winnipeg 
board of trade In support of tbe prin¬ 
ciple of equality of rates throughout 
the Dominion. He sold that the C. P. 
R. Is now enormously rich, and when 
getting concessions from the Dominion 
government that company should be 
willing to give something to the peopl« 
in return. He favored the equalisation 
of rates even If the cost of operation Is 
higher ln the west than in the east. All 
the people of the country, he said, con¬ 
tribute to the upkeep of the railway, 
and citlxenshlp of tbe Dominion should 
involve equality of treatment. Mr. 
McLean sold the declaration of the 
Winnipeg board of trade undoubtedly 
represents the view of all the people of 
1 Western Canada. Therefore there was 
. no reason why parliament should not 
mode a declaration on the subject. He 
had faith in relief being given by the 
railway board, which Is engaged in 
studying rates. The board has been at 
work for months and will continue at 
work tor many months more. Pari la- j 
ment should come to Ms relief and de¬ 
clare at once tor equality of rates. • 

Dr, Clark said he quite appreciated 
the courage of Mr. McLean in plough¬ 
ing a lone furrow. He had dona a little 
of this himself, and could assure him 
that it was not an altogether pleasant 
task.

iting clergy by the dean of Columbia 
Mrs. Doull. Besides the visiting 
and local clergy ahd a number of well- 
known residents, there were also pre¬ 
sent Right Reverend Bishop Mac¬ 
donald. Rk>v. R. A. Macconnell. moder¬ 
ator of the Presbyterian synod of Vic¬ 
toria; Rev. Dr. Cameron. Rev. J. B. 
Warnlcker. Rev. William Stevenson 
and Rev. Pr. Reid. 

The Rev. C. R. Llttler’s paper was 
one of deep thought and careful detail, 
indicating the close acquaintance of, 
the speaker with his subject. 

It was significant,’ he thought, thati 
In no religion was found a child, save 
in the religion of Jesus. Mohammed 
seemed to know nothing about a child, 
nor the heathen In their mythology. 
Rut the great elemental fact of Chris¬ 
tianity was the Holy Child Jesus. In 
more senses than one was It true that 
the little child to-day stirred a pro¬ 
founder aollcitude and awal.ened t 
wider effort han any o her subject 
under Heaven, and He who gave the 
great eternal commission His Apos¬ 
tles.

PIONOFORTE BICENTENARY. i 
The first pianoforte was probably 
constructed about two centuries ago,. 
although no definite date can be at- i 
tached to the invention of that now 
widely popular musical instrument. : 
The first public performance en a 
piano waa at Covent Garden, in Lon- j 
don. Just 149 years ago to-day, May 28, 

11757. The Invention of the piano ini 
variously attributed to Crlatofnlll, an 
Italian; to J. G. Bchroter, a German, 
and to Marius, a Frenchman, all three 
of whom produced instruments of this 
type between 1710 and 1715. The Lon¬ 
don piano referred to was the handi¬ 
work of M. Zumpie, a German, who 
had been employed by a German maker 
of pianofortes until he went to London 
to establish the Industry. The Covent 
Garden programme of May 99, 1757, 
contained the announcement that “Be¬ 
tween the first and second nets of the 
piny Miss Brlckler will sing a popular 
song from ‘Judith.* accompanied upon 
a new Instrument called the forteplano 
by Mr. Dibdio.” The name of “piano • 
forte” was given to the instrument by 
the Italians, artd waa generally adopt¬ 
ed, although since shortened to “piano. 1 *

TO MEET DEMANDS 


Halibut Proprietors Reply to 
Employees' Pressure by 
Counter Association 


SeatUe, May 18.—For the first time in 
the history of the halibut fishing Indus-' 
try on the North Pacific the owners of 
Independently-operated craft are to 
bind themselves together In an Iron¬ 
clad agreement, and meet all demands 
for increased remuneration from the 
fishermen, and solve other problems 
arising In the operation of their boats 
and conduct of their business as an 
organised body. 

At a meeting held yesterday, at which 
over a dosen owners of halibut fishing 
schooners were present, plans for tht 
formation of an association were dis¬ 
cussed. The organisation was not com¬ 
pleted and another meeting will be held 
to-day. 

The conference of owners of fishing 
craft was a direct result of demands 
made by the halibut fishermen's union 
on Monday morning for a greater per¬ 
centage of the catch. Although notice 
has been served only upon the skippers 
of a score or more craft, the owners 
have taken cognisance of the demands 
for greater remuneration. Ae a result j 
of the controversy between the fisher¬ 
men and owners not a fishing schooner 
left port yesterday. Lying In the slips 
along the waterfront yesterday were 
sixteen schooners, all awaiting the re¬ 
sult of the demands tor a greater share 
of the profits from the cruise before 
leaving for the banks.

Hamilton, of the Grenadier Guards, 
explained to a Times' man this morn¬ 
ing that he had been sent out to New 
Zealand by the British war office to be 
brigade-major at Wellington.

This statement was called forth 
when the unanimous resolution of the 
works committee of the dsy before to 
ask for open tenders was amended by 
a motion from Councillor Dunn to 
specify that bltullthlc pavement must 
be used. This motion was eventually 
carried after a protracted and heated 
discussion. It was contended In behalf 
of the amendment that bltullthlc. whloh 
Is a patented composition, was the 
best material and that any contractor 
could buy It from the manufacturers 
and lay U. Councillor McGregor con¬ 
tended that the specifying of this class 
of pavement eliminated competition 
from the tendering, even granting that 
blfullthlc would probably be eventually 
decided upon as the finest material. 

Councillor McGregor wanted to know 
who would be hurt if the tenders were, 
left open for any kind of asphalt sur¬ 
face that the contractors might pro-- 
pose and then came his suggestion of 
graft. 

BUYERS CHANGED MINDS 

Real Estate Syndicate Fails to Re¬ 
cover Earnest Money Raid on 
Sasnioh Property. 1

• The county court was occupied yes¬ 
terday' forenoon and for the greater 
part of the afternoon with the hearing 
of a real estate case. In whifh Messrs. 
Cuthbert, Williams, Morrison and Er- 
rtngton iC$d George W. Wynne to re¬ 
cover the sure of $ 1,000 which had 
been paid in connection with the pur¬ 
chase of some two hundred acres of 
land at Saanich. 

It was alleged by the plaintiffs, who 
had organized themselves as a syndi¬ 
cate to take over this property for 
subdivision, that the agreement of sale, 
when drawn up for their signature, 
was not satisfactory to them and was 
not signed fol* ths reason. They, 
therefore, claimed that the sum paid 
Qn account of the property should be 
returned to them by the vendor. 

On the part of the defence It was ar¬ 
gued that the money paid was earnest 
money to bind the bargain, and that the 
reason the plaintiffs refused to com¬ 
plete the purchase was that they 
thought better of their proposal on 
second thoughts. In following up this 
line of argument it was stated in evi¬ 
dence that one of the plaintiffs, Mor¬ 
rison, had advertised the property for 
sale, and It was presumed that this 
was with the idea of getting It out 
of the hands of the syndicate. 

After hearing the evidence and ar¬ 
gument of counsel Judge Lamp man up¬ 
held the contention of the defendant 
and dismissed the case. , ■-, -. •
